COUNCIL ESTIMATE 
$17,000 WILL BE 
NEEDED THIS YEAR 


The town council ouncil transacted con- 
siderable business at their meeting 
held last week with Mayor Menard 
and Councillors Michael, Wright, 
Brown MacDonald and Thompson 
present. R. 'W. Brown, Don Bond, M. 
Bolinger and Mrs. M. A. Brown paid 
the councilmen a visit. 

Messrs. Brown, Bond and Bolinger 
representiad the curling 
waited on the council to discuss mat- 
ters pertaining the the rink. 
The club is in arrears for taxes. Mr, 
Bolinger was of the opinion that all 
public buildings were exempt from 
taxes and he thought the town would 
be well advised to keep the rink go- 
ing. It was pointed out that curling 
rinks in other towns were not taxed. 
The delegation proposed that thi: 
property be transferred to the town, 
and the town lease it back to the 
Curling Club for five years with, the 
option of buying it back at the ena 
of that time. The town would be 
asked to grant permission to move 
tte rink from its present site to the 
other side of the property, as it was 
the intention to enlarge the rink t. 
three sheets of ice the cost of which 
would be about $600 the amount be- 
ing raised by voluntary contribu- 
tions. It was pointed out to the coun- 
ci] that this kind of sport was a 
great benefit to the town in that it 
brings a great many peopie to the 
place, and also it afforded entertain- 
ment for the children. The council 
left the matter in abeyance for the 
time being and the secretary was in- 
structed to write to Edmonton for : 
ruling on the matter.

‘Am application for additional re 
lief was made by an individual as he 
found it impossible to get along on 
tthe present allowance of $11.50 foi 
groceries, $2.50 for milk, $7 for rent, 
fuel and clothing additional, The 
wouncil decided there would be no 
change in this allowance. 

The zoning by-law had been ap- 
proved by the department at Edmon- 
tn so the council gave it the third 
reading. 

A questionaire had been circulated 
to the ratepayers not at riresent serv- 
ed by town'water and sewer, in order 
to obtain information as to whether 
they wished to have he water system 
extended over the entire town. The 
results showed that the majority 
were against having thie towm water. 
The council decided to leave the mat- 
ter over until another meeting. 

The council had been approached 
by the school board in connection 
with) arrangements for the school 
children to see the king and queen. 
The parents of the school children 
had been circularized in order to 
ascertain the number of children that 
mould likely be going to Calgary. 
The council instructed the secertary 
to advise the schbol board that it 
would seem that thle school board 
was in a better position to make 
arrangements for the children to get 
to Calgary than the town was. 

The estimates was the next sub- 
ject. The estimates for the public 
works were cut wherever possible, 
An item of gravel and cinders of $200 
was cut out entirely. Side walk re- 
pairs were neduced from $100 to 
$50, and rip-rapping the ditch along 
the land in block 6 was cut down 
‘from $150 to $50, reducing the public 
works from $1,160 to $810. In the 
water works the amount of $50 for 
repairs to hiydrants was cut out en- 
tirely, leaving only the bare stand- 
ing charges. In the irrigation a long 
discussion arose as to whether the 
swimming pool should be maintainea 
this year, if so, a life guard would 
have to be provided. It was pointed

Prorogation of the eight session of 
the eight legislature came at 10:4) 
t.m on Monday, April 3, when His 
Honor Lieuten.ant Governor J. 0. 
Eewen closed reguiiar pioceerings ir 
traditional manner. With the bills to 
which he had already given royal 
assent, his Honor now assented to 
the remainder, which brought the 
total to 102. 


The session opened Thursday Feb- 
ruary 9, and it lasted just short of 
eight weeks. The House sat for 87 
working days in the House, and in 
al] 105 bills were introduced. Three 
bills, each introduced by private 
members, were killed in committee. 
They were the ‘hairdresstra bill, the 
dental mechanics bill, and the bill to 
amend and! consolidate the dental 
act. '

held off for another day. Chief 
objector was J. H. Unwin, Edson who 
attacked a number of clauses as be- 
ing undemocratic.

THE GLEICHEN CALL, 


: Cost Of Government 


Probably very few people who join in the popular clamour for govern- 
ment expenditure for relief, for public and social services, for subsidies and 
for numerous other concessions, too often with the idea of benefiting them- 
selves beyond actual needs or to gain something for their community real- 
ize the expense they are saddling upon themselves and upon their children. 

If they did, it is probable that many of the demands which are made 
upon the federal, provincial and municipal governments would be consider- 
ably curtailed and some of them would not be made at all. The people 
themselves would be more vigilant in their efforts to prevent relief 
racketeering such as was recently revealed in criminal court proceedings in 
one of the municipalities in Saskatchewan and the public conscience would 
result in curtailment of some of the demands which are constantly being 
made for services, favors and concessions which the country is unable to 
afford at the present time. | 

Governments are not altogether to blame if they yield to constant and) 
enormous pressure which is constantly being brought to bear upon them for 
unnecessary expenditures or for services for which the means are not forth- 
coming without pledging the country, the province or the municipality to 
indebtedness beyond ability to repay. 

It is the people themselves who thoughtlessly make demands without 
counting the cost and who regard the governments as a widow’s cruise of 
oil who are culpable, and until they fully realize what the cost of govern- 
ment is to them as individuals, the avalanche of demands for more services| 
of one kind and another is not likely to abate. 

‘ 
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Unappreciated Costs 

One of the difficulties of bringing home to the public consciousness the 
burden which the people must carry as a result of these demands for mul- 
tiple government and increasing services is the fact that much of the taxa- 
tion imposed to pay for it is the indirect form, what might appropriately 
be termed hidden taxes. 

The average man or woman who goes into a store to spend a dime or} 
a dollar is not conscious, or at the best only vaguely aware, of the fact that! 
a percentage of that dime or that dollar is going towards the cost of gov- 
ernment and government services, A portion of the dime or the dollar goes} 


to the federal government, sometimes another slice of it goes to the provin-| ~ 


cial government and in some cases all three governments take a share of 
that dime or that dollar. 

Even those who have a dim conception that when they are purchasing 
commodities and services they are contributing towards the cost of one or| 
more governments have not the faintest idea of what proportion of the 
money they are spending goes for that purpose. If they did, it is more | 
than probable that the governments would not be subjected to this con- 
tinual bmbardment for more and more expenditure. 

As already intimated it is difficult for people to appreciate and realize | 
the cost of government and government services largely for the reasons) 
mentioned, but one authority, Capt. W. C. C. Innes, managing director of | 
the Taxpayers’ Association of Canada, in a recent article in the Labour 
Review declared that “our contributions by indirect taxation are about two- 
thirds of the total taxes collected.” 

The same author states that the public debt is now approximately 
eight billion dollars of which $900,000,000 has been spent on relief in various 
forms with prospects that it will reach a total of one billion dollars this 
summer, The annual interest charge on this big debt, he states is $300,- 
000,000 which divided equally among the eleven million people inhabiting 
the country means an average yearly charge of $28 per person. Very prop- 
erly, of course, the burden is not equally divided, for those with larger in- 
comes contribute a larger share than those with smaller incomes on the 
basis of one of the fundamental principles of taxation, “ability to pay”.

Without An Asset 

Of the tmany problems facing the country and which have been respon- 
sible for building up a heavy debt, Capt. Innes rightly regards the unem- 
ployment problem as the most serious, not only because of the large sums 
which have been spent on direct relief without any return for the expendi- 
ture in the form of assets, but because of the effect of this system of aid| 
upon the morale of the recipients. 

Reference has already been made to the baneful effect of direct relief | 
as exemplified in recent court actions and there is no question but that | 
much of the cause for complaint against this type of aid would disappear 
if a policy of requiring some return in the form of work for the money} 
spent by all the governments concerned in the administration of relief were | 
adopted. 

As Capt. Innes appropriately comments in the concluding paragraph of 
his article: “There is a growing tendency to rely on the governments for! 
this, that and the other thing, not realizing that we, the people, are the | 
government, and in the long run we pay in full for our unthinking selfish-| 
ness and folly.”

“Farmers lose, over a term of 
years, as much money from root rot 
damage to their crops as they do 
from black stem rust!” 

This startling statement was made 
to me several years ago by a leading 
Canadian authority on plant diseases. 
All that I have heaird since tends to 
confirm what he then said. 


But we know that rust Kas taken 
on the average, over a term of years, 
about 10 percent of the farmers’|’ 
crops. The toll taken by these root 
diseases, too, therefore, must be 
very great. Can anything be done, to 
stop this large steady annual loss? 

Fortunately for the farmer it has 
‘been found that threating seed before 
sowing with mercurial dust, Cere- 
san or Lizytosan, greatly les#ens 
damage from root rot diseases. 

The mercurial dust treatment has 
the furtNer advantage that it will 
also prevent damage from stinking 
smut or bunt. 

The use of fertilizer, too, sown in- 
to the ground with seed is now com- 
mon practice on our prairies. With 
it the crop matures earlier, shows a 
higher yield and the grain has s8 
bettier grade. Besides this, fertilizer 
certainly decreases damage from 
wire worms. It is good practice, and 
farmers, I recommend, should cer 
tainly consider it.
